Financial Corporation's Answers to Plaintiffs First Set of Interrogatories, filed August 26, 2003, 
the defendant newly identified documents A15, C10, and CI 1 listed on the Form PTO-1449 
attached to the Information Disclosure Statement filed February 23, 2004.
